LOCATION 


Visitors are always welcome at our farm. Many of our 
customers call each year at our farm for their plants and trees. 


We are located on the Colonel Ledyard Highway in the town 
of Ledyard, about 5 miles from the city of Norwich. To arrive 
at our farm from Norwich, take Route 2 out of Norwich, 
which is the road to Westerly. About 3 miles out of Norwich, 
turn on the first road to the right. After passing through 
the village of Hallville, you continue to a little white church 
on the left. Turn left and drive about 11% miles on the Colonel 
Ledyard Highway. 


From New London, take Route 84 from the Groton-New 
London bridge for about 5 miles, then turn left on the Colonel 
Ledyard Highway «nd drive about 6 miles. Look for the 
Holdridge Farm sign. 


SHIPPING 


Please give instructions in your order how we should ship. 
If no instructions are given, we will ship as is best in our 
judgment. Remember, trees must go by express. 


We will ship as near as possible to the date which you ask 
for but can not guarantee shipment on exact dates requested 
because of weather conditions and possible shortages of labor. 


We start to ship plants just as early as the frost is out 
of the ground, or from the 1st to the 10th of April. We ship 
plants continuously until June 1. We recommend setting plants 
in April if possible. 

Fruit trees will be shipped about April Ist. 

Absolutely no plants shipped after June 1. We ship in 
the fall only from Oct. 10 until Nov. lst. Fall shipments not 
guaranteed or recommended. 


TERMS 


Orders may be booked at any time. If you are not ready 
to send full remittance now, send part payment and the balance 
before shipping. Remit in any way most convenient to you. 

Under no circumstances will we weed plants until they have 
been paid for. 


RED STELE DISEASE 


There is one serious strawberry plant disease called Red 
Stele, which is passed directly from the mother plants to a 
whole bed and which often results in a complete crop loss. 
This disease has been brought into Connecticut in great amounts 
from plants in Maryland and Delaware during the past fhe 7 
years. 

We have had our beds carefully examined each summer 
ie traces of this disease and none has ever been found on our 
arm. 

We understand that we are one of a very few plant ‘farm 
who can claim to be totally free from Red Stele. Why take 
chances on other plants when you can be sure of these?

EARLY VARIETIES 


HOWARD No. 17 (Special Strain) (Perfect)—This variety, 
called Premier by some growers, has been the leading Northern 
strawberry for over twenty years. 


The Howard produces a very large crop of well sized, well 
shaped berries, starting as early in the season as any, and 
while growing smaller in size at the end, will be bearing berries 
almost as long as the late varieties. 


Howard’s popularity comes largely from the fact that on 
almost any type of land or with any kind of weather, it will 
produce a large crop. No other variety can match it in de- 
pendability. 

Our strain of Howard has been improved by years of plant- 
ing of selective stock. 


We recommend that a large proportion of your strawberry 
bed be of this variety whether you are a commercial grower 
or have a home garden. 


PATHFINDER (Perfect)—This variety is growing in 
popularity rapidly. It will bear an immense crop of very large 
and attractive berries. It is an exceptional plantmaker and, 
in our opinion, is next to Howard in profits for commercial 
growers. It is rated as being resistant to Red Stele disease 
and we recommend it to all growers who have had this disease 
on their farms. 


DORSETT (Perfect)—This is one of the sweetest berries 
grown. As it makes a nice lot of plants, it is a fine variety to_ 
use in the home garden along with Howard and some late 
variety. It starts to bear a few days after Howard and general- 
ly lasts about ten days. 


MIDLAND (Perfect)—This is rated as being one of the 
best of the new varieties of strawberries. The berries are 
large, with a glossy shine and will stand up well when shipped. 
The plants are reported as being very productive. Supply 
limited. 


SUCCESS (Perfect)—This variety is popular in certain 
local section. Produces good sized berries very early which 
are somewhat uneven in shape. Does best on light, well drained 
soils. Supply limited.

EARLY VARIETIES 


SHELTON (Perfect)—Shelton starts to bear among the 
last of the early varieties. It forms a nice lot of plants and 
the berries are long, conical shaped and not too large in size. 

With us it has been very dependable and has not missed 
a crop with us. Supply limited. 


DRESDEN (Perfect)—With us the Dresden variety pro- 
duces a nice lot of good sized, round berries. The plants are. 
numerous enough to make a fine fruiting bed. It ripens be- 
tween the early and mid-season varieties. Dresden needs a 
good rich land to develop all the berries it sets. Supply limited. 


BRISTOL (Perfect)—An introduction of the Connecticut 
Experiment Station which produces a nice berry somewhat later 
than Howard. Plant growth is medium to good. Supply limited. 


BRANFORD (Perfect)—An unusually light berry which 
makes good plant growth with us. It bears exceptionally well 
in certain local sections of the state. Supply limited. 


MID-SEASON VARIETIES 


ABERDEEN (Perfect)—This is a mid-season berry which 
is very vigorous and always makes a good number of plants 
to fruit. It is rated as the most resistant to Red Stele of any 
variety of strawberries. The berries are fairly lhght in color 
and will not stand shipping long distances as they bruise 
easily. Will do best on moist, rich land. Recommended for 
home gardeners only. 


CATSKILL (Perfect)—The Catskill is one of the largest 
yielders of berries. It ripens in mid-season and bears most of 
its berries within a short time. Catskill berries are very large, 
and have a glossy shine to them which makes them very at- 
tractive. The berry is excellent for canning and freezing. It 
forms a good set of plants but not as many as some other 
varieties. Catskills are at their best on rather wet land. 


FAIRFAX (Perfect)—The Fairfax is rated as the sweetest 
of all strawberries. Also, it is probably the darkest of all 
berries when ripe. On rich land, it forms a fair amount of 
plants and will yield very well. Under adverse conditions, it 
may not do as well. Recommended for experienced. gardeners 
who want a top quality berry. 


TEMPLE (Perfect)—We offer Temple for the first time 
this year. It is a cross from Aberdeen and Fairfax and has 
inherited a resistance to Red Stele from Aberdeen. It is rated 
as being a fine quality berry, lighter in color than Fairfax and 
of good size. On our farm last summer, the plants made a 
wonderful growth. Supply limited. 

ROBINSON (Perfect)—On our trial bed last summer, 
Robinson showed up as the largest berry of any variety. With 
very large, attractive berries, and with lots of plants, Robinson 
looks like a coming berry. Mid-season to late. Supply limited. 
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LATE VARIETIES 


HEBRON (Perfect)—This variety was originated by Dr. 
Jones of the New Haven Experimental Station. It produces 
a long, pointed berry with a bright attractive green husk. With 
us it produces a nice lot of plants and a good crop of berries. 
It is not quite as late as Red Star or Pearl. 


RED STAR (Perfect)—With us the Red Star is as late 
as Pearl with a nice, round, attractive berry. It makes a good 
bed of plants and yields well. We believe it to be the out- 
standing late berry at the present time. 


PEARL (Perfect)—This is an old berry, popular in some 
sections. It is very late and bears very large berries. The 
berries are inclined to have green tips and the fruit is not 
as tasty as either Hebron or Red Star. Supply limited. 


FAIRPEAKE (Perfect)—This was our first planting of 
Fairpeake but it is rated as being of outstanding quality, very 
productive and maker of a great number of plants. It is a 
cross of Fairfax and Chesapeake. With its parentage, we ex- 
pect it will do best on moist soils. Supply limited. 


EVERBEARING STRAWBERRIES 


We do not believe that everbearing strawberries are com- 
mercially profitable at the present time but they are surely a 
nice novelty for the home garden. Keep blossoms picked off 
everbearers until July ist. This gives the plant a chance to © 
grow in size and be ready to produce more berries. 


GEM (Perfect)—With us the Gem is the best of the older 
varieties of everbearers. It produces a round, sweet berry 
with most berries maturing in August and September for the 
fall crop. 


EVERMORE (Minnesota 1166) (Perfect)—This is a newer 
variety. of everbearers which has much promise. With us it 
makes a better bed of plants than the Gem. The berries are 
usually long and pointed, ripening later than,Gem and bearing 
until frost.

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-RASPBERRIES 


CHIEF (Early Red)—This is the leading early variety of 
red raspberries. It makes a nice stand of plants and gives a 
good yield of medium sized berries. Be sure to include some 
in your order. 


SUNRISE (Red)—This is a new and highly recommended 
early red raspberry. Berries are round and bright red, juicy 
and of excellent flavor. 


NEWBURG (Red)—This is a very. fine mid-season berry. 
The berry is large, firm and a fine keeper and shipper. It 
produces a good group of See starting a few days after 
Chief. 


LATHAM (Red)—The fine old standard mid-season berries 
which folks have liked so well. It bears well under most any 
condition and is good for commercial or home gardeners. 


TAYLOR (Red)—This is a mid-season to late raspberry. 
The berries are extra large and will stand up after picking 
as well as any red raspberry. 


INDIAN SUMMER (Everbearimg) (Red)—This is the best 
of the everbearing varieties of raspberries, bearing a crop in 
July and another throughout the fall. Has good size and 
flavor. 


SODUS (Purple)—This is the leading purple raspberry. 
The berries are medium purple in color and good in quality. 
The plants are very productive and vigorous. 


CUMBERLAND (Black)—This variety yields well under 
most any condition. It has a glossy black berry of excellent 
quality and bears in mid-summer. Black raspberries are gain- 
ing in popularity. They can be raised at less cost than the 
red varieties and stand on the vines a long time without be- 
coming soft. 


RASPBERRY CULTURE 
Plant 2 or 3 feet apart with rows 4 to 6 feet apart. Prune 
slightly before planting. Most of our plants can be planted 
without additional pruning. Each year, shortly after fruit is 
picked, cut out all old growth at the ground and later cut off 
new growth at about 3 feet high. OLY to six strong canes or 
branches make the best plant.

BLACKBERRIES 


Blackberries grow best on fertile loam. The rows should 
be six feet apart with each plant approximately two feet apart 
in the row. 


ELDORADO—This is the sweetest of all blackberries. The 
berries are very large and bear in large clusters. The plants 
are very hardy.

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ASPARAGUS PLANTS 


MARY WASHINGTON VARIETY — We have some very 
large and fine asparagus plants for this spring’s sales. These 
plants were grown here on our own farm and were fertilized 
heavily with both commercial and chicken manure. 


Home-grown asparagus is one of the easiest to grow and 
yet one of the most delicious treats available to the small gar- 
dener. Cut fresh in your own garden, it is unexcelled in flavor 
and quality. Start now to have a bed of your own. 


Our plants, if heavily fertilized in your garden, will pro- 
duce some asparagus for you the next spring. The second 
spring, you can cut it for about one month and after that, if 
you continue heavy fertilization, you can cut it up to the 1st 
of July each year. A bed, once started, will last as long as 
you take care of it. 


The Mary Washington variety is generally recognized as 
the outstanding yielder of all varieties of asparagus and more 
rust resistant than other varieties. 


We are grading asparagus to size this year. Our light 
grade are 4-5 inches in length. Our heavy grade are 8-10 inches 
in length and weigh about 2% lbs. per 100 plants.

Asparagus Culture 


Set asparagus in rich soil a foot apart in a furrow 6 inches 
deep. Cover 3 inches and tramp. In hoeing, work soil towards 
plant so that by mid-summer the ground is level. Do not 
cover 6 inches at first or plant will be smothered. Cut sparing- 
ly the second year, after that cut all shoots 6 or 8 inches high 
until about the middle of June, then let tops grow. Fertilize 
asparague liberally with stable or hen manure any time in 
summer or fall after cutting season is over. 


THORNLESS BOYSENBERRIES 


We are offering the best of the varieties of boysenberries. 
This is an extra large blackberry-type of berry. For best re- 
sults they should be grown on wires or small trellises.. In this 
part of the country, it is best to lie the vines on the ground 
during the winter and cover with hay or straw, as with straw- 
berry plants, to avoid winter-killing. 

Because of this handling, it is wise to plant only the 
thornless type of boysenberry.

Cultivated blueberries grow in large clusters, plump, tender 
and practically seedless. They will grow anywhere that straw- 
berries will, doing their best on a moist, acid soil which is kept 
mulched. For pollination, plant at least two varieties. 

CONCORD (Mid-Season)—Large berries. 

STANLEY—Very vigorous, large berries. 

JERSEY—Late, very large berries. 

RUBEL—Late, large, light blue color.

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STRAWBERRY CULTURE 
Choosing the Land 


Almost any fertile land which is well drained will raise 
good strawberries. We advise against setting on greensward 
because of the presence of white grubs who relish the tender 
roots of strawberries. If possible, plant on land on which no. 
lime has been spread for at least one year. 


Fertilizing 

We recommend spreading your fertilizer broadcast on the 
ground after the land has been plowed and harrowed. Then 
harrow the fertilizer in. This places your fertilizer where it 
will be available to the new plants as they commence to run. 
Additional fertilizer may be added any time during the first 
year if needed. Do not fertilize your bed the spring that it is 
going to bear for the extra fertilizer will go into the leaves. 


When To Piant 


Order your plants early and set them out early. If you 
order your plants early you will be sure of getting the varieties 
you want and you will get the plants when you want them. 
When your plants arrive, if you are not ready for setting out, 
take from box or package and put in cellar in a cool, dark place. 
If left in package they might heat. Wet roots before setting. 


Setting Out Plants 


_. Strawberries may be spaced 15-18 inches apart in the rows, 
and rows 3 to 4 feet apart. Later in the season the plants should 
be set closer. In setting the plants, dig a hole large enough to 
enable you to spread the roots well. The plants should be set 
deep enough so that the roots are well covered, yet care should 
be taken that the tender heart is uncovered. Press the plant 
firmly into the ground. 


Care of Bed 


The blossoms should be picked off the first year so that all 
the strength of the plant will go into the new runners. Of 
course, the strawberry bed must be hoed often enough during 
the summer to keep it free from weeds. 


Mulching 


The bed should be covered during the early winter with a 
thin covering of straw, hay or meadow grass. Use whichever 
of these that is easier or cheaper for you to obtain. In the 
spring, the hay may be raked between the rows, making a 
cushion for the pickers during the season. This also prevents 
dirty berries.
